CHARTER AMEN DMENTS 


ACRAMENTO, March 3.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Fast time was 
made by the Legislature on the 
Fasadena charter amendments, which 
were presented for approval yesterday 
in the Assembly by Cattell and in the 


Senate by Bell. Senator Bell's resolu- 


tion beat Cattell’s through the mill by 
only a short time, reaching the lower 
house this morning and being approved 
at once. It was necessary that the 
amendments be approved by the Legis- 
lature before the 5th inst. to prevent 
complications in connection with the 
municipal election set for April 5. 

On motion of Assemblyman Leeds, 


AG the lower house today adopted the 


Senate resdlution approving the ten 
amendments to the Los Angeles city 
charter, which now go to the Governor 
for his signature. 

After a long struggle on the part of 
Senator Stetson to secure the adoption 
of a constitutional amendment that 
would permit of the consolidation of 
Oakland, Alameda, Emeryville and sev- 
eral smaller cities under a city and 
county government, the Senate today 
voted it down and the question is dead 
for at least two years. Alameda county 
legislators have been divided on the 
tubject, the country members and some 
from the cities of Oakland and Ala- 
meda being opposed to the consolida- 
tion. 

In the Senate today Wolfe of San 
Francisco renewed his motion that ad- 
journment be taken on the 13th inst.

WAGES BE CUT? 
The United States Steel Corporation has a 
capacity of 11,500,000 tons a year. When the new 
plant at Gary is in operation it will be able to 
turn out more product. : 

The cut in the price of steel is estimated at 83 
per ton average. On the full-capacity output of the 
company today, this will make a loss in gross earn- 
ings of nearly $350,000,000 a year. Unless the cost 
of production is lessened this loss will all be net. 
There is one way to lower the cost of production; 
that is to cut the wages of the men. 

With the plants all running full time it would 
be difficult to make such a reduction in wages as 
‘would save large net loss to the company. With 
the plants running part time, such reduction would 
have to be submitted to. : 

More than a year ago we pointed to the fact that 
in case of lower tariff protection the United States 
Steel Corporation could run right along, as it was 
making a profit of $6 a ton. But the small inde- 
pendents who were making only $2 to 84 à ton 
would have to succumb .

6 California’s oil production today is running 
ahead of actual consumption, judging from all evi- 
dences at hand. On January 1 it was 6000 barrels 
a day ahead, and in that month the output increased 
approximately 4000 barrels, to 146,000 a day. If 
any one doubts this conclusion, let him contemplate 
such gushing facts as the flow of the Palmer well 
at Santa Maria began to ship in January, 
the truth clearly enough.

A lesson to draw from all this controversy is the 
need for organization. Had there been an or- 
ganization at the start, oi] never would have gone 
to 12% cents, as it did in Kern River. It would 
have gone low, but not as low as that. The Stand- 
ard foresaw the future of oil here; so did the men 
who organized the Associated. The Standard want- 
ed oil to store. It wanted it as cheaply as pos- 
sible, as a matter of course. It made 20-cent con- 
tracts. It went under that as the producers bid 
against each other. The Associated, by organiza- 
tion of part of the producers, opened big fuel mar- 
kets. Had the others organized they would have 
had better prices; much less than now, of course, 
but still not as low as, they did get. 

Were the producers unorganized today they 
would be. getting more than they were, no doubt; 
but far less than what they are. The law of sup- 
ply and demand Keeps all within limits. Should 
the supply get too far ahead of the demand by the 
first of next year, when the contracts of the two 
agencies expire, the price will not go up. It may 
possibly come down a few cents. If the demand 
again overtakes the supply, 75 cents or $1 is not 


impossible. If a drop eomes, it will not be such as 


to bankrupt anybody. The present price is 63 
cents. Sixty or a few cents under is as low as is 
anywhere in the range of possibility. Any decline 
is improbable. Producers are making a profit at 
50 cents under anything like right conditions. 
Prospective markets should be taken into account 
in computing supply and demand, but not to the 
same extent as the actual demand. The big com- 
panies want that business; to get it they must have 
an assured supply in excess of the home demand; 
they will buy oil and pay a reasonable price, but 
they may properly decline to pay as high as they 
would be forced to do if they were needing the oil 
for actual present demand in established markets.

RIGHTS SECURED FOR LONG 
BEACH BOULEVARD. 


Banker and Commissioner by Exer- 
cise of Diplomacy Obtain What 4s 
Needed for Great Path of Travel. 
Students Adopt Resolutions Re- 
garding Thefts from Lockers, 


LONG BEACH, March 3A bit of 
diplomacy and the expenditure at $206 
has at last cleared the way for -the 
completion of the southern half of the 
boulevard between Long Beach and 
Los Angeles and there is nothing now 
to hinder the work between this city 
and the Lewis ranch, a mile south of 
Watts.
